The ſpirit returnes fo God 
that gaue it, ſaith the ; zcacher, Eccle. 12.7. 
The Lo2d bzcathed the ſoule into mans bo⸗ 
dy, ſaith Moſes, Gen. 2.7. therefoge it is not 

elementarp, therefoze it is euerlaſting. 
But becauſe the Dilputer of this wozld 
remones 
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remoues Chziſtian pzinciples, we wil enter 
the lifts of reaſon wiſh him a little, ard fefle 
him in his pꝛoper climate.

And 3 
will not fouch the moſt admirable gradafion 
of the creatures, ſome ſpiritnall as Angels, 
ſome both ſpfrituall and ſenſtble, as man: 
the one in reſpect of his ſoule, the ofher of 
his body. Theretoꝛe (my beloned) be thou 
Fevfaff, immoneable, abundant in mour⸗
